‘The present crisis in Shanghai has well 
tested the new organization of the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps, to whose work a thoroughly 
deserved tribute has been pald. ‘As in 1932 
the Corps has maintained traditions which go 
back to. the beginning of the Settlement’s 
history. That emergency of five years ago 
was no plenic, despite the irrepressible play 
fulness of those old veterans of the Shanghal 
Scottish who amused themselves at Windy 
Corner. This time there has been no room 
‘even for the pleturesque volatility which his 
friends recall in the cheerful countenance of 
Private E. Oxley Cumming, now safely 
looking on this affair as an Old China Hand 
ft Home. In fact the defence of the Sottle- 
ment by the Volunteers in 1987 has been a 
young man’s job. Not that the young mon 
id not do thelr bit in 1932—on the contrary: 
they did, but the Corps still had suficlent of 
those. “old contemptibles"’ inthe ranks to 
‘make the younger vintage feel that they were 
Jn what in this part of the world is called 
tate of tutelage.” ‘The problems to-day 

wve been immeasurably greater than in 1932. 
‘The advent of air hosllities ralsed new 
i imposed heavier "burdens on unit 
‘commanders and individual men, Subjected 
to far more intensive bombardment—in- 
directly for, of course, the fire was not 
{intended for the perimeter defonce troops— 
the Corps has had to stand its ground under 
exceptionally trying conditions, The main 
reason for its efficient’ and, on the whole, 
smooth mobilization in the crisis, has been the 
reorganization which Colonel F. R. W. Graham, 
with a most eMelent stat, has developed 
and completed on the foundations partly 
laid by his immediate predecessor, Colonel 
N. W. B. B, Thoms, whose personality in the 
1032 “show” ig sti gratefully remembered, 
Colonel Graham may reasonably’ have ox- 
pecled, in the few remaining months of the 
tenure of his command, to be permitted tho 
customary relaxations of a man “cating his 
way out of Shanghai.” Yet, although, with 
everyone else, regretting the blow delivered 
inst Shanghal, Ne must derive some 



































proof of the soundness of the reforms which 
Bo has carried out with’ the Counels 
approval. 

‘These reforms have resulted in a minimum 
waste of effort. ‘The concentrated essence 
of the Corps has been brought to bear on the 
situation with the least. possible delay. 
Specially is it to be noted that the decen- 
{rallzation of command has effectively made 
{for rapidity of decision and the co-operation 
‘of the Volunteers with the Pollee. Major K. 
M, Bourne a few months ago expressed hls 
{gratification at. this new development of 
Volunteer activity. He has been vindicated. 
‘Tho practice exercises carried out by the 
Volunteers and Police together have’ thus 
borne frult, ‘This has eliminated clashing of 
functions and the confusion caused by over- 
lapping. Colonel Graham's foresight in 
eveloping this co-operation with the Police 
hhas been triumphantly justified. Tn referring 
to the Pollee it is necessary, of course, 0 
Include the Specials, volunteers themselves, 
whose splendid work 1s recognized on ali 
sides. The Volunteers of all arms have now 
‘become more closely allied to the Police than 
to the regular fighting forces, except in $0 
far as those forces are engaged on defensive 
police duty. The reduction in the artillery 
units which would have been quite useless 
in present conditions has released for the 
Corps a number of men of special experience 
and capacity. “When this situation Is merged 
‘onee more in the normal routine of Shanghai, 
It is possible that the Corps. will further 
develop its valued liaison with the Police. 
However that may be, it is sufficont just 
ow to record the excellence of the services

‘of the five dynasties developed what Dr. 
Jones called “The Age of Nomadic Supre- 
macy.” ‘Trade with the outside world came| 
Into the picture and the Mongol empire had| 
the advantage of its praises being sung by| 
Mareo Polo. and. other foreign - observers 
[Prom 1368 to 1644 tho Ming year exercised| 
Ils important influence over the central king-| 
dom, especially-in the direction of intensify-| 
Ing. exclusiveness: 

..the Chinese governing class, trained in| 
a harrowly orthodox school, became Imper- 
‘ious to. new ideas, convinced of the bar-| 
Darism of all foreign peoples, and therefore| 
hostile to outside Influences. In the Ming era| 
‘this feeling’ of Intellectual selt-siclency was 
due to-a very natural reaction ‘on the part of| 
the Canfuclanist scholars against the indignl- 
ties they had “suffered from the ” Yuan 
emperors. Through the standardized eduen-| 
tional aystem whlch was perfected under the! 
‘Ming, the iiterati more. than regained. their 
péedeminance, and ‘were therefore in a pos 
{lon to shape'the cultural life of the empire 
to" thelr king, especlally since thelr old 
rivals, Buddhism ‘and Taoism, ost much of 
thelr former capacity for development. 











‘The impact of the West could not be denied 
‘and the entry of foreign priests and mer- 
chants began to show itself in this period. 
‘The ‘Ming dynasty was followed by the 
[Chving. and whatever may have been the| 
difficulties of Chinese civilization at that time 
it had its share of creative thought: 


Tn philosophy the system of Cha Hsi_ was

by Wang Yangming, 1412-1828, whose in- 
fluence remained Important in’ China. and) 
‘even more so in Japan.

Occidental Powers over Chins, 


‘Then came the impact of the west, bring-| 
ing the history of China to the  nineteenth| 
century. "Catastrophe followed catastrophe| 
culminating in the Taiping Rebellion and the 
progressive decline of the Manehu power, but 
in 1894 it was still formidable: 


In 1804 the Manchu power still seemed 
formidable, ‘Some outlying possessions had 
‘been ‘lost, but the foreigners’ remained con- 
‘ned to & few treaty ports, and China ‘hed 
fs yet Incurred no large financial obligations 
‘abroad, Internal disruption hed been averted| 
‘and reform, although’ slow, seemed “to. be| 
jeveloping. ‘There was tendency among] 
some foreign observers to exaggerate Chinese 
‘military strength, although thers ssw the 
‘rave deflelencies behind the outward show! 
of power. ‘The Japanese hed long known the| 
eos ito aay, sn 104 Thy uthered 
in a new epoch by launching thelr forces 
‘against’ the ‘Celestial Empire.

‘The next day We passed up the 
steepest tributary valley we had s0 
fer encountered, igading out of the 
‘Yalung gorge.’ Soon vee struck 
woodland, gay with wild ‘roses, 
lderberry, wild eherry and countless 
Warleties "of wild flowers. At the 
head of this valley we passed through 
2 forest of matted snd tangled serub 
‘ak, whose branches supported great 
Tanging masses of grey-green moss. 
Tt was like’ an enchanted. wood rom 
the brush ‘of Arthur Rackham. And 
s0\we reached. the high grasslands 
| But Not seithout the Toss 
ofa mule’ that ‘hence “forward was 
Incapable of carrying a load, like the 
‘aged white horse that has exhausted 
IMselt a few days out {rom Tachientu, 
‘nd stil followed” us, riderless, with 
Groping head and sed eyes. 

It soemed that we should never 
cease climbing, but the splendid view 
‘we enjoyed the higher we went made 
the climb ess exhausting. That might 
we camped at a height that must have 
Geen near 17,000 ft, tke highest figure 
‘we were to reach for a camp, during 
the whole trip. I have not Yet re- 
duced my “enormous numbers ‘of 

old values, and so as yet it is 
Rot possible to give the true height. 
In the valley: below great herds of 
‘yak were pasturing, looking, as they 
Moved, and trom a distance, for all 
the world like a battalion of strange 
beetles. 


Straining the Barometer - 


‘The next day we arcended a short 
way higher, and then entered a new 
valley, well wooded In paris’ with 
spruce and with hanging valleys that 
Wad once. been. glaciated. Later in 
the day we reached the heed stream, 
when followed. a slit climb to an 
Ancient camp below the ‘Sarala pass 
Here we saw. numbers of those 
glorious mecanopsis, yellow lilies 
Father tulip-shaped, and with longish, 
spatulate furry leaves” branching 
from the base of the central stalk.
